and Sodaville and will be a great bene- 
fit to everybody. 


TOKIO, March 9, 6 a. m.—The great 


battle In Manchuria raged all day yes- 
terday along the entire enormous front. 


The Japanese are generally victori- 


ous and drove the Russians from a 
aeries of Important positions. By night- 
fall It seemed almost imperative that 
Kuropatkln would have to -withdraw 
his shattered legions to avoid complete 
disaster, as it appeared Impossible for 
him to effect a retreat without heavy 
losses of prisoners, guns and store*. 


A continuous battle, 'it has been al- 


ready the bloodiest of the war. Upon 
the ground General Oku gained, lie 
8000 Russian dead. 


The reports from other armies are 


expected to triple this figure. 


It is estimated that the Japanese 


have lost 60,000, making a Joint slaught- 
er far to exceed 100,000 men. 


Details of the combat are lacking, 


but i. believed that the Japanese have 
cut the railway north of Mukden, leav- 
ing only the roadways and a light rail- 
way from Fushun to Tie pass as an 
avenue for retreat of the Russians, but 
the army headquarters refrain from af- 
firming or denying a report to that ef- 
fect. 


For several days the Japanese have 


been throwing proclamations Inside of 
the Russian lines and circulating them 
In Mukden warning the Inhabitants of 
approaching bombardment of Mukden 
and predicting the capture' of the city 
by March 10th. 


MUKDEN, March 9.—A large num- 


ber of Japanese and Chinese spies have 
been captured during the last thrae 
days within the Russian lines. 
The 


former were especially bold and a Ja- 
panese officer in full uniform was cap- 
tured on the inside position of a Bos- 
nian battery. 


TOKIO, (Thursday), March 9.—Ad- 


vices received here indicate that Gen- 
eral Kuropatkln is badly beaten in the 
bloodiest battle of the present war.

LOST IN CBEAT BATTLE 
PASS THE ASSEMBLY 


—The battle of Mukden has resulted In 
a Russian defeat. 
Field Marshal Oyama has once more 


proved himself one of the greatest mas- 
ters of offensive strategy since Napo- 
leon, while General Kuropatkln Is now 
engaged ih endeavoring to defend his 
title as the master of successful re- 
treats and bring off his army, with Its 
Immense train, safely to the Tie Pass 
where positions long ago were pre- 
pared with this contingency In view. 


The problem before 
the 
Russian 


commander-ln-chlef is much more dif- 
ficult than the one he met so success- 
fully at Llao Yang, since now he Is 
threatened on both flanks, his left 
wing being entangled In a mountainous 
region far from the railroad. Neverthe- 
less Russian military men here express 
a fair degree of confidence In Kuropat- 
kin's ability to once more extricate his 
army and avoid a Russian Sedan. 


Besides his skill In a rear guard ac- 


tion, they base their hopes on the physi-
